Turned down 4-3 was a motion 


by Regent Robert Prokop to 
implement the advisory commit- 
tee's recommendations for the 
central administrative structure 
and begin an immediate review 
of all senior administrative per- 
sonnel. 


The board actually has two 


sets of recommendations — one 
from the management consult- 
ants and another from the ad- 
visory committee of students, 
faculty members, citizens and 
legislators. 


Major Difference

Chancellor D. B Varner said

Brownsville, Tex. (UPI) — Every horse in 


Texas was quarantined Wednesday against an 
epidemic of a rare sleeping sickness virus that 
has killed thousands of the animals in a sweep 
from South America through Mexico and across 
the U.S. border. 


Rodeos, horse races and county fairs were 


cancelled because of the epidemic. Fifty horses 
in the Ringling Brothers and Barnum & Bailey 
circus in Dallas were ordered 
kept in 


town. 


The disease, called Venezuelan equine en- 


cephalomyelitis, is not normally fatal to hu: 
mans, doctors said, but three persons were 
hospitalized in Brownsville, on the Mexican 
border, with the disease. Thirty-one others were 
hospitalized with symptoms of the illness. 


Disaster In Mexico 


Mexican health officials said the epidemic 


killed an estimated 6,000 horses, donkeys and 
mules in its sweep north through their country. 
They said almost 600 persons had contractea 


- symptoms of the disease in the state of San 


Luis Potosi. 


T e x a s 
veterinarians 
predicted 
that 


thousands of the estimated 400,000 horses in 
the state would die. 


"We've kind of lost this battle. 
The 


mosquitos laden with virus got to the horses 
before we could protect them," said Dr. P. 
R. Henry, a member of the federal-state task 
force fighting the disease. "We're unable to 
assess the number of dead. It has run over 
us." 


Dr J. B. Coulter, president of the Lower 


Rio Grande Valley Veterinary M e d i c a l 
Association, said more than 2,000 horses could 
die in Cameron and Hidalgo counties, which 
border Mexico. 


Ranchers in Texas buried horse carcasses 


where they lay in the fields. In Mexico, work- 
men wearing masks over their faces to escape 
the stench, gathered thousands of corpses for 
burning in huge piles. 


Mexican President Luis Echeverria took 


action to provide tractors for farmers who lost 
horses so they could reap harvests standing 
in the fields. 


"If tne farmers' horses have died and they 


don't have anything to pull their plows, carts 
and harvesting machinery with, we will provide 
them with iron horses," Echeverria said.

Deep Divisions Disturb NU Study Chief 
. . . THREE CAMPUSES 'DO NOT NOW ACT AS ONE SYSTEM'

Nürnberger, p r e s i d e n t of 
Northeastern Bell Telephone Co. 
o f Omaha, chaired an 18-mem­ 
ber committee which advised 
the Chicago firm of Cresap, Mc­ 
Cormick & Paget, Inc. 
Unanimous Vo te 
At a late evening meeting, 
which followed NU-Lincoln com­ 
mencement exercises, the re­ 
gents voted unanimously to ac­ 
cept for study the firm’s report 
with plans for acting on it at 
the August board meeting. 
Turned do wn 4-3 wa s a mo tio n 
by Regent Ro bert Pro ko p to 
implement the a dv iso ry co mmit­ 
tee’s reco mmenda tio ns fo r the 
centra l a dministra tiv e structure 
a nd begin a n immedia te rev iew 
o f a ll senio r a dministra tiv e per­ 
so nnel. 
The board actually has two 
sets of recommendations — one 
from the management consult­ 
ants and another from the ad­ 
visory committee o f students, 
faculty members, citizens and 
legislators. 
Ma jo r Difference 
Major differences between the 
two recommendations seemed 
to be with the advisory co m- 


mittee’s proposal to give the 
three campus chiefs equal bill­ 
ing with system administrative 
heads of business and academic 
affairs. 
Both the consultants and the 
committee agreed on several 
major changes, the most strik­ 
ing of which appeared to be a 
reorganization of graduate pro­ 
gram administration and title 
changes fo r top administrative 
officers. 
If the board were to accept 
the title change, names of the 
top administrators would be re­ 
versed. The chancellor would 
become president of the univer­ 
sity system, and what are now 
presidents of the three cam­ 
puses would become chancel­ 
lors. 
Additio na l Title 
The latter would carry th e 
additional title of vice president. 
As an example, the now presi­ 
dent of Lincoln campuses and 
outstate activities would be­ 
come “chancellor and fice pres­ 
ident 
of 
the 
University 
of 


Nebraska” for Lincoln. 
Nürnberger told the board he 
believed the change would fall 
in line with national trends to 
name the chief executive officer 
the president, coincide with a 
common 
understanding of a 
chancellor as a “ line academic 
officer” and by adding the 
words “ vice president” ratify 
the goal of a university system. 
He also suggested “ significant 
change” toward realizing a true 
university system would be en­ 
hanced by a “ material change 
in title.” 
‘Gravest Question’ 
Chancellor D. B. Varner said 
his “ gravest question” about 
the study, financed with a $50.000 
grant from the NU Foundation, 
dealt with the recommendations 
to decentralize administration of 
graduate programs, but elimin­ 
ate the present system “ gradu- 
uate council” and put the re­ 
gents in direct control of all 
programs and degrees at the 
masters and doctoral levels. 
‘It’s quite clea r your faculty 


is no w to rn a pa rt by its o wn 
bitter feelings o n wha t’s right 
a nd wro ng with gra dua te wo rk” 
o n a ll the ca mpuses, Nürnberger 
sa id. 
The proposal “ puts authority 
to change it right here where 
it belongs,” said Nürnberger.

The board, he added, “ is go­ 
ing to have to keep control (of 
graduate programs) here or it 
won’t keep control o f budgets.”

Kennedy struck out at the AMA as he 
resumed hearings by his Senate administrative 
practices subcommittee into the activities of 
presidential and national commissions.

The new round of hearings will focus on 
the work of commissions in the health care 
field, which “ remains one of the major unmet 
challenges in America today,” Kennedy said.

(U PI) — Every horse in 
Texas was quarantined Wednesday against an 
epidemic of a rare sleeping sickness virus that 
has killed thousands of the animals in a sweep 
from South America through Mexico and across 
the U.S. border.

The disease, called Venezuelan equine en­ 
cephalomyelitis, is not normally fatal to hu­ 
mans, doctors said, but three persons were 
hospitalized in Brownsville, on the Mexican 
border, with the disease. Thirty-one others were 
hospitalized with symptoms of the illness. 
Disa ster In Mex ico 
Mexican health officials said the epidemic 
killed an estimated 6,000 horses, donkeys and 
mules in its sweep north through their country. 
They said almost 600 persons had contracted 


symptoms of the disease in the state of Sa n 
Luis Potosi.

thousands of the estimated 400,000 horses in 
the state would die.

Ranchers in Texas buried horse carcasses 
where they lay in the fields. In Mexico, work­ 
men wearing masks over their faces to escape 
the stench, gathered thousands of corpses for 
burning in huge piles. 


Mexican President Luis Echeverria took 
action to provide tractors for farmers who lost 
horses so they could reap harvests standing 
in the fields. 
“ If the farmers’ horses have died and they 
don’t have anything to pull their plows, carts 
and harvesting machinery with, we will provide 
them with iron horses,” Echeverria said.

Martha's Vineyard and the Niobrara River, what in the world 


do they have in common? Of the Massachusetts island attraction, 
Marquis Childs has written: " . . . The human tide is ap- 
proaching the flood and old-timers are wondering how much. 
of the green and once peaceful past can be saved." 


Of the Niobrara River, conservationists ask how much of 


this unique ecological masterpiece can be saved, if any at all. 
But the seemingly complementary relation between the two 
distant points is not as harmonious as it might seem. 


The human horde that descends upon such places as Martha's 


Vineyard in the summertime could conceivably be the reason 
for the destruction of wonders that reportedly abound along the 
Niobrara in the Valentine area. The area is said to be a natural 
melting pot of nature when the West meets the East to provide 
unusual and plentiful plant and animal life. 


* 
The strict environmentalists want the Niobrara River 


preserved as a scenic stream but other conservationists want 
a nearly $100 million dam and irrigation protect established 
there. Where will it all end is anybody's guess but Congress will 
ultimately make the decision because the funds for development 
must come from the federal government. 


It is said the environmentalists do not have much chance 


against the reservoir project because they are small in number 
but this is something of a farce. We doubt if there is a stronger 
force at work in the land today than the drive for the preser- 
vation of our environment. 


That drive, a deep feeling within the minds of many 


Americans, is on the side of a wild river's sanctuary and against 
the development of the Norden Dam and reservoir on the 
Niobrara. We fail to see any way that this conflict can be solved 
to the satisfaction of all concerned. 


There is no middle ground that we know of, unless some 


better place could be found for the proposed reservoir and we 
doubt that it could. Reservoir locations are dictated by the lay 
of the land, placed where nature itself tends to form a kind of 
pocket for the storage of water.

The Niobrara is swift and narrow in the area below Valentine 


but widens out and slows down farther downstream. The waters 
of the river could be most effectively and efficiently harnessed, 
it seems, where the Norden Dam is now proposed to be located. 


So where should one stand on this issue if he truly seeks 


the greatest good for the greatest number of people? The 
problems experienced by such areas as Martha's Vineyard 
demonstrate that the nation is in need of far more recreation 
areas than it has. 


As a recreation, flood control and irrigatSon project, the 


Norden dam and reservoir offer greater public use potential 
than would a scenic river designation. The project, along with 
others in Nebraska offers the state a tremendous potential that 
has never been realized. 


The potential is for tourism development, an economic boon 


that the state has largely refused-to recognize and still treats 
like the runt of the economic litter. This is despite the fact that 
the people of the nation hunger for attractions that will give 
them relief from the normal routines of their lives. 


* 
This is to say nothing of the fact that the Norden project 


would irrigate another 77,000 acres of farmland in its area. It 
would conserve fui the benefit of Nebraska and for many people 
beyond our borders huge amounts of water that now flow from 
the state without value to anyone. 


We recognize that not every progressive and worthwhile 


development can be given precedence over nature itself. We 
are as concerned about the environment and its pollution as is any- 


But the Norden Dam project, now rejected by the State Game 


Commission despite endorsement by the commission director, does 
not constitute pollution. It is conservation in the same sense that 
preservation of the river would be. 


It is not a question on the Niobrara of conserving or polluting 


it, 'but of which conservation measure is the best. We cannot 
believe that the harnessing of our water, the irrigation of our 
land and the enjoyment of a recreational by-product, all highly 
laudable things in the past, are suddenly evils to be discarded 
in light of our newly awakened interest in ecology.

Everybody Ought To Pay 


State AFL-CIO President Richard Nisley 


of Omaha has blasted the sales tax as a 
cruelty heaped upon an injustice. It taxes the 
poor, he said, without any consideration for 
their ability to pay. 


At the same time, he indicated that the 


tax was here to stay, even though he considers 
this unfortunate. One of the odd things about 
the sales tax is that many people favor it 
on the principle that everyone ought to pay 
something for the support of government and 
the sales tax makes sure they do. 


The only thing is that the argument is 


a stupid one. Not everyone should have to 
pay for the support of government and all 
those who do should pay in relation to their 
ability to do so. Those living on the edge 
or in the depth of poverty ought not to be 
assessed any taxes. 


The greatest evil, however, is not to be 


found in the state's relatively modest sales 
tax. Greater evils are the requirement that 
both the sales and income taxes must produce 


as nearly as possible the same amount of 
revenue and the fact that the income tax 
is loaded with loopholes, better described as 
special privilege for the rich. 


As regressive as it is, some things can 


be said for the sales tax and when it comes 
to working hardships, it works about as few 
as any tax. In Nebraska, however, it is by 
law given exact equality with the income tax 
and this is unfortunate. 


The income tax can never go up without 


the sales tax going with it. This tends to stifle 
government in two respects—because the sales 
tax is regressive and because a hike in the 
income tax is so vigorously fought by special 
interest groups. 


But we doubt that the situation, will ever 


change much. Not only will reliance upon 
the sales tax continue, but it seems that no 
public officials on the national scene, or the 
state level either, for that matter, have the 
courage to reshape the income tax into the 
kind of thing it should be.

If nothing else could be said for it, the

enterprise

U.S. labor leaders 
have decried the growing investment by U.S. 
firms in overseas operations. They have said 
that such investments take advantage of wage 
scales that sometimes runs as low as 15 cents 
an hour. 


The manufactured goods, then, are brought 


back into the U.S. for sale to domestic 
customers. But, warn the labor leaders, the 
customers are the very working men and 
women deprived of income as a result of 
the manufacturing abroad.

and industry are tending to kill their goose 
that lays the golden eggs.

at the same bank. The Treasury 
then draws down the tax and 
loan balances as it needs the 
funds to pay the government's 
bills." 


This system, Walker said, 


permits the government to 
handle its finances "with the 
least adverse impact on the 
total economy." 


And it should not be changed 


"to stimulate socially desirable 
lending programs," he argued, 
first because it was basically 
a collection system, but more 
importantly because most of 
the tax and loan balances were 
highly "volatile" on hand in 
the banks for short periods but 
quickly withdrawn. 


Thus, Walker argued, not 


only are these accounts poorly 
adaptable to long-term loan 
needs, but if they were to be 
so adapted, the banks would 
have to retain some minimum 
proportion of them on deposit 
at all times. That would deny 
this minimum to government 
withdrawal and thus increase 
Treasury borrowing costs.

Of the Niobrara River, conservationists ask how much of 
this unique ecological masterpiece can be saved, if any at all. 
But the seemingly complementary relation between the two 
distant points is not as harmonious as it might seem. 
The huma n ho rde tha t descends upo n such pla ces a s Ma rtha ’s 
Viney a rd in the summertime co uld co nceiv a bly be the rea so n 
fo r the destructio n o f wo nders tha t repo rtedly a bo und a lo ng the 
Nio bra ra in the Va lentine a rea . The a rea is sa id to be a na tura l 
melting po t o f na ture when the West meets the Ea st to pro v ide 
unusua l a nd plentiful pla nt a nd a nima l life. 


★ 
The strict environmentalists want the Niobrara River 
preserved as a scenic stream but other conservationists want 
a nearly $100 million dam and irrigation protect established 
there. Where will it all end is anybody’s guess but Congress will 
ultimately make the decision because the funds for development 
must come from the federal government. 
It is said the environmentalists do not have much chance 
against the reservoir project because they are small in number 
but this is something of a farce. We doubt if there is a stronger 
force at work in the land today than the drive for the preser­ 
vation of our environment. 
Tha t driv e, a deep feeling within the minds o f ma ny 
America ns, is o n the side o f a wild riv er’s sa nctua ry a nd a g a inst 
the dev elo pment o f the No rden Da m a nd reserv o ir o n the 
Nio bra ra . We fa il to see a ny wa y tha t this co nflict ca n be so lv ed 
to the sa tisfa ctio n o f a ll co ncerned. 
There is no middle ground that we know of, unless some 
better place could be found for the proposed reservoir and wc 
doubt that it could. Reservoir locations are dictated by the lay 
of the land, placed where nature itself tends to form a kind of 
pocket for the storage of water.

The Niobrara is swift and narrow in the area below Valentine 
but widens out and slows down farther downstream. The waters 
of the river could be most effectively and efficiently harnessed, 
it seems, where the Norden Dam is now proposed to be located. 
So where should one stand on this issue if he truly seeks 
the greatest good for the greatest number of people? The 
problems experienced by such areas as Martha’s Vineyard 
demonstrate that the nation is in need of far more recreation 
areas than it has. 
As a recrea tio n, flo o d co ntro l a nd irrig a tio n pro ject, the 
No rden da m a nd reserv o ir o ffer g rea ter public use po tentia l 
tha n wo uld a scenic riv er desig na tio n. The pro ject, a lo ng with 
o thers in Nebra ska o ffers the sta te a tremendo us po tentia l tha t 
ha s nev er been rea lized. 
The potential is for tourism development, an economic boon 
that the state has largely refused to recognize and still treats 
like the runt of the economic litter. This is despite the fact that 
the people of the nation hunger for attractions that will give 
them relief from the normal routines of their lives.

This is to say nothing of the fact that the Norden project 
would irrigate another 77,000 acres of farmland in its area. It 
would conserve for the benefit of Nebraska and for many people 
beyond our borders huge amounts of water that now flow from 
the sta te witho ut v a lue to a ny o ne. 
We recognize that not every progressive and worthwhile 
development can be given precedence over nature itself. We 
are as concerned about the environment and its pollution as is any- 


0 0 0 But the No rden Da m pro ject, no w rejected by the Sta te Ga me 
Co mmissio n despite endo rsement by the co mmissio n directo r, do es 
no t co nstitute po llutio n. It is co nserv a tio n in the sa me sense tha t 
preserv a tio n o f the riv er wo uld be. 
It is not a question on the Niobrara of conserving or polluting 
it, but of which conservation measure is the best. We cannot 
believe that the harnessing of our water, the irrigation of our 
land and the enjoyment of a recreational by-product, all highly 
laudable things in the past, are suddenly evils to be discarded 
in light of our newly awakened interest in ecology.

State AFL-CIO President Richard Nisley 
of Omaha has blasted the sales tax as a 
cruelty heaped upon an injustice. It taxes the 
poor, he said, without any consideration for 
their ability to pay. 
At the same time, he indicated that the 
tax was here to stay, even though he considers 
this unfortunate. One of the odd things about 
the sales tax is that many people favor it 
on the principle that everyone ought to pay 
something for the support of government and 
the sales tax makes sure they do. 
The only thing is that the argument is 
a stupid one. Not everyone should have to 
pay for the support of government and all 
those who do should pay in relation to their 
ability to do so. Those living on the edge 
or in the depth of poverty ought not to be 
assessed any taxes. 
The greatest evil, however, is not to be 
found in the state’s relatively modest sales 
tax. Greater evils are the requirement that 
both the sales and income taxes must produce 


as nearly as possible the same amount of 
revenue and the fact that the income tax 
is loaded with loopholes, better described as 
special privilege for the rich. 
As regressive as it is, some things can 
be said for the sales tax and when it comes 
to working hardships, it works about as few 
as any tax. In Nebraska, however, it is by 
law given exact equality with the income tax 
and this is unfortunate. 
The income tax can never go up without 
the sales tax going with it. This tends to stifle 
government in two respects—because the sales 
tax is regressive and because a hike in the 
income tax is so vigorously fought by special 
interest groups. 
But we doubt that the situation, will ever 
change much. Not only will reliance upon 
the sales tax continue, but it seems that no 
public officials on the national scene, or the 
state level either, for that matter, have the 
courage to reshape the income tax into the 
kind of thing it should be.

If nothing else could be said for it, the 
American 
free 
enterprise 
system 
is 
a 
fascinating and exciting thing. Of course, a 
lot can be said for it, both good and bad. 
But for conflict of gigantic proportions, it 
in unequalled in the world. U.S. labor leaders 
have decried the growing investment by U.S. 
firms in overseas operations. They have said 
that such investments take advantage of wage 
scales that sometimes runs as low as 15 cents 
an hour. 
The manufactured goods, then, are brought 
back into the U.S. for sale to domestic 
customers. But, warn the labor leaders, the 
customers are the very working men and 
women deprived of income as a result of 
the manufacturing abroad. 
Thus, say the leaders, American business 
and industry are tending to kill their goose 
that lays the golden eggs. In the past two 
decades, U.S. business investments abroad 
have shown 
a five-fold 
increase, 
giving 
credence to the claims of the labor leaders.

But on the other side are such things 
as the growing international market, the 
political pressures for cultivating it and the 
profit potential in cheap labor, at least in 
the short-run. One unfortunate characteristic 
of our free enterprise system is that it has 
tended to operate on a short rather than long- 
run basis. - 
The general philosophy is that a dollar 
in the hand is worth two in the bush. Thus, 
you make the profit you can at the moment 
and worry about tomorrow another day. 
But are the labor leaders telling us 
something we need to know for the nation’s 
long-range welfare? We would not be surprised 
if they were. We would not be surprised if 
the drive to overseas operations has not 
already had a fairly significant impact on 
the domestic labor market. It is another one 
of those matters that we need to look at at­ 
tentively if we want our economy to remain as 
free as possible and as productive as it can 
be.

And it should not be changed 
“ to stimulate socially desirable 
lending programs,” he argued, 
first because it was basically 
a collection system, but more 
importantly because most of 
the tax and loan balances were 
highly “ volatile” on hand in 
the banks for short periods but 
quickly withdrawn. 


Thus, Walker argued, not 
only are these accounts poorly 
adaptable to long-term loan 
needs, but if they were to be 
so adapted, the banks would 
have to retain some minimum 
proportion of them on deposit 
at all times. That would deny 
this minimum to government 
withdrawal and thus increase 
Treasury borrowing costs.

This was not convincing to 
Reuss and the other 14 com­ 
mittee members when Walker 
explained it in detail last Nov. 
25.

Dec. 
29, 
Chairman 
Patman wrote Walker in their 
behalf and asked him to draw

Wa lker no do ubt is rig ht tha t 
to use the ta x a nd lo a n a cco unt 
as desired by the co mmittee 
members wo uld be less ef­ 
ficient a nd mo re co stly fo r the 
g o v ernment, a nd he wa s o p­ 
timistic a bo ut the $35 millio n 
depo sit g o a l. 
Still, $35 million, is not much 
compared to the $5-to $10- 
billion that Reuss and others 
think might be tapped in the 
tax and loan account. It is not 
much compared to the new 
$960-million request for the 
International 
Development 
Association. It is not much 
compared to what Reuss said 
were “ 20 million Americans 
who are in a very poor con­ 
dition and who need dynamic 
financial institutions, banks and 
savings and loans.” And it is 
not 
much 
when 
those 
in­ 
stitutions, as he said, “ can’t 
get to be dynamic unless they 
get some deposit help from the 
federal government.”

Dairy Board Puts Lincoln 
And Omaha In Same Area

The State Dairy 
Products 


Board revealed Wednesday a 
public hearing would not be 
held until Sept. 15 on recom- 
mended minimum basic costs 
tor dairy products sold in the 
state. 


The 
commission, 
after 
a 


public hearing Wednesday, also 
decided to make changes in the 
b o u n d a r i e s 
for 
natural 


marketing areas 
within the 


state, and put Lincoln and 
Omaha into a single area. 


The hearing was requested by 


Roberts Dairy of Lincoln and 
Gillette Dairy of Norfolk. They 
both had requested Lincoln and 
Omaha be put in a single 
area. 


However, Gillette's request 


called for a 
total of 
four 


marketing areas, 
the same 


number 
established 
by 
the 


board last year. Roberts had 
asked a fifth area be added, 
composed 
of 
Lincoln 
and 


Omaha. 


Chairman Sam Davidson of 


Lincoln said a combination of 
the two - p r o p o s a l s was 
achieved by setting up bound- 
aries 
for five 
areas, with 


Lincoln and Omaha included in 
one. 


The areas established 
will 


ultimately be used in the en- 
forcement of the controversial 
Dairy Products Pricing Act, 
originally passed by the 1989 
Legislature but overhauled by 
the 1971 Unicameral. Its pur- 
pose was to stop predatory 
trade practices through price 
controls. 


A public hearing had been 


originally scheduled for Aug. 11, 
at which time the board was 
scheduled to gather testimony 
on the minimum basic costs ior 
each product in the marketing 
areas. 


But Davidson said cost studies 


would not be ready for use by 
the board until Sept. 15. 


Studies were completed last 


jear by the McClain Co. of 


Memphis, Tenn. They were used 
in setting minimum wholesale 
and retail prices called for 
under the 1969 version of the 
law. 
That 
price 
schedule, 


however, was blocked from 
going into effect by court ac- 
tion, and in the meantime the 
Legislature made changes to 
the law. 


The 
board's 
responsibility 


under the latest version is to 
set minimum basic costs for 
each product, below which they 
could not be sold at either the 
wholesale or retail level. 


This differs from Unoriginal 


direction of the Legislative, 
which ordered the board to set 
different minimum limits for 
both 
wholesale 
and 
retail 


sales. 


The auditing firm had 'in- 


dicated it would have updated 
studies available to the board 
by August, but Davidson said 
he was contacted by the com- 
pany recently with a request 
for a time extension.

The Chicago Better Business Bureau 
has on file 14 complaints ayanist Windfall Press, alleging non- 
return of manuscripts, nonfulfillment of contracts and failure 
to receive books and merchandise. Of these, 10 were adjusted, 
two were controversial and two were unanswered. 


Since ACTION LINE could not make contact with either 


Windfall Press or its editor, Paul E. Pross (no phone listings), 
the Better Business Bureau is forwarding to you a complaint 
form and will press the matter on your behalf when the form 
is returned to its office.

The Moon Is Not Alone 


ACTION LINE: The Aerospace Defense Command at 


Cheyenne Mountain near Colorado Springs, Colo., keeps track 
of that kind of information and their report is startling. 


"Space traffic isn't heavy enough for freeways yet," ADC 


says, "But in the past fiscal year the number of man-made ob- 
jects in orbit increased almost a third." 


There are 2,427 satellites, including payloads, rocket bodies 


and items of debris, in ortrt now as compared with only 1,849 
last year at the same time. 


The main contributors to this traffic, of course, are the United 


States, with 12 new ones this year for a total of 307, and the 
Soviet Union, with 48 new ones fojr a total of 125 payloads whirling 
about the Earth. The U.S. has expanded its space research ex- 
penditures by about 4% annually in recent years, while the Soviet 
Union has upped its efforts by about 10% per year, according 
to ADC. 


Other nations with man-made objects in orbit include the 


United Kingdom, Canada, France, European Scientific Research 
Organization, Federal Republic of Germany, Australia, Japan, 
the People's Republic of China, NATO and Italy. France leads 
this group with seven payloads and 34 items of debris for a total 
of 41 objects in Earth orbit. 


Since the Oct. 4, 1957, launching of the first Soviet Sputnik, 


ADC has catalogued 5,308 satellites placed in orbit. More than 
half — 2,881 — have decayed, leaving just the 2,427 circling.

Most of those persons at- 


tending 
a 
Housing Council 


meeting of the Better Lincoln 
Committee (BLC) Wednesday 
agreed that the city needs 
better facilities and organization 
to provide emergency interim 
housing. 


A f t e r discussion, however, 


BLC 
executive 
secretary 


Thomas Carroll concluded that 
the group would not be justified 
in asking the city to purchase 
or construct interim housing on 
the 
basis 
of 
the 
present 


demand. 


C a r r o l l defined interim 


housing as "housing to meet an 
emergency need for settlement 
until permanent settlement is 
available." 


He 
differentiated between 


interim housing and "crisis 
shelter," which was discussed 
at the last BLC meeting. 


'Interim' Explained 


Interim housing, he explained, 


is needed wh«n a family has 
to settle for a certain (period 
in a new residence until it can 
find; or afford a permanent 
residence. 


He noted that with interim 


housing, there is an emergency 
need because "continued set- 
tlement in the (former) housing 
occupied is no longer possible" 
nd there is settlement w h i c h 
means the "occupant family 
p r o v i d e s 
furniture 
and 


household goods or rents fur- 
nished." 


"Crisis shelter," on the other 


had, 
means the provision of 


temporary (overnight or short- 
term) 
shelter to meet an 


emergency need for a transient 


family or for a resident family 
without bousing. 


The committee has agreed to 


ask .the People's City Mission 
to develop a plan for a facility 
for "crisis shelter." 


Carroll stressed that per- 


manent housing is much pre- 
ferable in interim housing, but 
he called interim housing a 
"necessary 
evil" 
which is 


needed "in a community like 
Lincoln . . . where housing is 
in a terrific shortage." 


One Agency 


He said there should be one 


person or agency in the com- 
munity responsible for helping 
people who need emergency 
interim housing. 


Carl 
Kopines, the 
city's 


housing administrator, said- the 
city could "with great effort" 
s t o c k p i l e available interim 
housing, but stressed that it was 
his opinion that such a program 
would require a much greater 
interim housing need than what 
presently exists in Lincoln. 


It was also discussed at the 


meeting that all the different 
civic and social organizations, 
which make up the committee, 
should work closer with Gerald 
E. Henderson, the city's human 
rights officer. 


H end e r s o n 
has 
been 


responsible for locating housing 
in Lincoln for many low income 
and minority families. 


Several committee members 


also pointed out that there is 
need for more data collection 
on the city's needs. 


Carroll said that at the next 


meeting, the committee would 
discuss a workable program for 
interim housing in Lincoln. 


Mail Official Accused 
Of Bidding Favoritism 


Washington 
— House sub- 


committee investigators charg- 
ed Wednesday that the key 
United States Postal Service of- 
ficial involved had committed 
himself to awarding a $3.4 
million job-evaluation contract 
to the Westinghouse Electric 
Corp. prior to sending out re- 
quests for competitive bid- 
ding. 


The subcommittee's chief in- 


vestigator read from memoran- 
dums written before Jan. 20 — 
the day bidding was requested 
— that specifically mentioned 
Westinghouse as the postal of- 
ficial's choice for the contract 
that will be the basis of future 
postal reorganization. 


Robert W. Eidson, coordinator 


for postal job evaluation, denied 
that he had done anything illegal 
or improper. He confirmed that 
he had written the memoran- 
dums and had held discussions 
with Westinghouse about the 
job-evaluation project 
before 


granting the contract, but he 
maintained that the memoran- 
dums were among "numerous 
progress reports" and did not 
commit him to any position. 


The House Post Office and 


Civil 
Service 
Investigations 


subcommittee is attempting to 
d i s c o v e r how and why 
Westinghouse got the contract, 
when it was the highest bidder 
and had the least expereince in 
job evaluation for outside firms, 
according to the firm's own. 
testimony before the subcom- 
mittee. 


The panel was initially con- 


cerned that Harold F. Faught, 
senior 
assistant 
postmaster 


general for mail processing, 
might have been involved since 
he 
was nominally 
Eidson's 


supervisor and is a former 
Westinghouse official. 


But they apparently accepted 


Faught's explanation that he 
knew nothing of Eidson's actions 
in this respect during the 10 


months of preparation for the 
job study. And they focused in- 
stead on Eidson and his handl- 
ing of the contract negotia- 
tions. 


Vincent M. Gaughan, com- 


mittee staff director and special 
counsel, 
quoted as 
Eidson 


memorandum, of Dec. 17 that 
said, "I can now say this will be 
Westinghouse 
for 
the con- 


tractor," 
and 
a Jan. 13 


memorandum that said, "I am 
convinced that to meet quality, 
costs 
and 
time 
constraints 


Westinghouse participation and 
support is essential." 


Gaughan also read statements 


from the Eidson memorandum 
which said Postmaster General 
Winton M. Blount was pressing 
for quick action on the program 
to study job classifications. It 
also stated that Edison went to 
the legal department of the 
Postal Service on Jan. 11 to 
discuss the contract and "on 
Jan. 12,1971,1 learned that legal 
department has said we cannot 
enter into an agreement with 
Westinghouse on this basis." 


Eidson said the memoran- 


dums were only r o u t i n e 
reporting p r o c e d u r e s to 
superiors and did not bind him 
when he gave other bidders five 
working days to submit pro- 
posals later in January. 


At Westinghouse spokesman 


denied hi. a telephone interview 
that the corporation had done 
anything improper. He said 
many firms had failed to res- 
pond in 1970 when Eidson had 
wanted informal talks, "but we 
were on the ball and recognized 
a need in the post office which 
we felt we were best qualified to 
handle." 


In a formal statement issued 


June 30 at the beginning of the 
hearings, Westinghouse stated 
that the job evaluation con-tract 
requires "a board management 
systems capability —a field in 
which the corporation's ex- 
perience is preeminent."

turned up "lots of applicants 
but no help," she went out 
"tambourine in hand" to 150 
private and corporate 
foun- 


dations. 


Two—the Mobile Foundation 


and 
PPG 
Industries Foun- 


dation—responded 
and 
the 


"career 
a d v a n c e m e n t , 


scholarship" program began. 


Since that start in 1970, the 


program has dispensed $42,250 
in aid to 173 women in 38 states 
and the District of Columbia. 
The grants may be as small 
as $200 or as large as $1,000 
per year, but, says Mrs. Cross, 
"the morale factor is often as 
important as the money." 


Women can and are, using 


the grants for training as 
b e a u t i c i a n s , 
executive 


housekeepers, 
lawyers, doc- 


tors, 
lab 
technicians 
and 


college teachers. 


"All an applicant has to 


prove to us is that she has 
a clearly thought-out program, 
that 
she's 
realistic 
about 


completing it and that she 
needs financial help," s a y s 
Mrs. Cross. 


The grants are 
generally 


limited to "working women or 
women who have worked," she 
adds, because "we just don't 
have the funds to help women 
who want to broaden them- 
selves educationally but who 
/don't need a job." 


The foundation would like to 


see m o r e applications from 
women 
in 
business-oriented 


fields 
such 
as 
computers, 


banking,.or finance and fewer 
from those who want to become 
elementary school or secon- 
dary school teachers, because 
of 
the 
current 
"teacher 


glut." 


Applicants may be women 


who want to make an in- 
teresting career out of a cu.! 
job in the same field, like the 
woman typist for an insurance 
agency who, with one year's 


assistance, became an agent 
herself. 


Or they may be people like 


Ardath 
Mason, 
with 
the 


stamina to seek a new and 
c o m p l e x profession while 
supporting their families. 


Money may be spent for 


daycare, 
a 
headache 
for 


working 
mothers 
that 
is 


usually gnored in academic 
scholarships. Recipients have 
an average of 3.34 dependents. 
And while slightly more than, 
half 
are 
married, 
their 


husbands often are disabled or 
stuck in low-paying jobs. 


Ages have run from 19-60, 


but the program is 'aimed at 
women in their 30s and 40s. 


"These women make won- 


derful, 
low-risk 
employes," 


says Mrs. Cross, "but they've 
been ignored as prime can- 
didates for training. Actually, 
they are more dedicated than 
younger applicants and they 
have better health and at- 
tendance records than men 
their age." 


The foundation checks'the 


credentials of all the schools 
to which its scholarship win- 
ners go and tries to pick fields. 
in which jobs are available. 


"The 
women are 
pretty 


realistic and practical, because 
they've got to have the jobs 
as soon as they can," adds 
Mrs. Cross.

Man can be held on an idea as on a cord, 


T. E. Lawrence remarked in "Seven Pillars 
of Wisdom," and in Mordecai Richler's new 
novel his Jake Hersh is obsessed by the idea 
of his cousin, an elusive man he has not seen 
in 20 years. Their intertwined, or, rather, 
contrapuntal existence makes for a work that 
is nastily witty, scatalogically outrageous, 
sometimes poignantly moving and deeply 
serious in a defensively light-hearted way. 


Jake Hersh's allegiance to his cousin has 


been a leavening element in his life and yet 
because he acts once in the spirit of his cousin, 
Jake, a well-known film and! television 
director, husband to the beauteous Nancy and 
father of three, finds himself in the dock, 
accused of a heinous sex crime and with 
a future that looks blotto. 


Jake has made it to his peak of eminence 


in Horatio Alger fashion. Although he was 
never a bootblack, he was enough of a Tat- 
tered Tom to know what urban poverty was 
like and to experience the ingrown, hothouse 
life of the Jewish ghetto in Montreal. By pluck 
and luck, by scrabbling around and by using 
his small talent, he has reached a decent 
plateau in his industry. Nevertheless, in his 
own mind (and in the mind of some others) 
Jake hasn't quite made it. He has not turned 
out the movie he thinks he is capable of 
making, and he finds himself renting the 
game he has to play to stay even with

producers, script writers, actors, agents and 
the money men who have the final say. And 
then there is his cousin Joey. 


Joey is a prismatic figure. We see him 


only in refracted light, and what he is depends 
on which end of the spectrum you are 
scrutinizing. To the older generation, he is 
pure poison and a blot on the Jewish com- 
munity. There is scarcely a sin of which Joey 
is not guilty. He's a liar, a deceiver, a thief, 
a bully and a gangster. He has a girl in every 
place of refuge, some of whom he has wedded. 
He likes to toy around with other men's wives, 
especially when their husbands are off to war. 
He is a fiend with other people's charge ac- 
counts. The family itself has paid thousands 
of dollars of his debts. And once when he 
is taken by a clutch of hoodlums and beaten 
to a pulp, the family rather quietly approves. 


Nevertheless, he is Jake's hero and con- 


science. When it comes to what unites them 
all, his Jewishness, he will not walk an extra 
mile or turn the other cheek. He will not 
be shoved around either. In a time of crisis 
the question Joey always asks the others is, 
"what are you going to do about it?" It was 
a question that kept Jake honest and made 
the elders uneasy. 


And it is this that is at the heart of the 


quarrel between the younger Jake and the 
patriarchs. The latter were immigrants once, 
had doors shut in t h e i r faces, carried 
psychological scars of shame. But they finally 
made it. They have money, fine homes, titles 
and standing in the community. They want 


their sons to respect their achievement. But 
Joey won't.. It's not that he has learned! from 
history or has an ideological slant. It's only 
that he won't allow anyone to get ahead in 
the world by walking on his skull. That 
redeems 'him in Jake's Eyes. 


Richler, a Canadian novelist now living 


in London, knows the bubbling life of the 
province and the special enclave of English 
movie-making with its preciousness, its real 
talents and its hangers-on. For 
almost 


everybody in both worlds, the author appears 
to have a deep dislike. It's been a long time 
since I have encountered such a large com- 
pany of unattractive humans. And he is, most 
of the time, merciless when he comes to deal 
with them. He can write page after page 
of crackling and neat satire. 


That "St. Urbain's Horseman" is as ef- 


fective as it is, is a t r i b u t e to Richler's 
way witlh the word. For the truth is that 
he has triumphed in spite of his material. 
The author is enough of a word-magician to 
keep the material fresh, but too often along 
the way the reader is ready to swear he has 
been here before.

Dare-Devil Days Gone 


One of the fast growing sports in the area is . 


but the Lincoln Sport Parachute Club feels many people still 
have the wrong opinion of the sport. 


Many people believe you've got to be the "blood-and-guts 


type to jump," says club member Cliff Dobson who has 1,265 
jumps, all injury free, to his credit. "But the days of the 
death-defying, devil-may-care, barn-storming parachutist are 
long gone. 


"Our club is affiliated with the U.S. Parachute Association 


which sets up strict rules and regulations for junipers to fol- 
low. 


"If club members don't follow these rules, they won't be- 


long to the club very long. Besides hurting themselves, rule 
violaters could hurt other jumpers in the air. 


"However, we haven't had any problems with our members 


not following instructions. They are out to have a good time 
and enjoy themselves." 


The LSPC is the only USPA-sanctioned club in Lincoln 


and currently has 35 members who are from all walks of life, 
according to Dobson. There are eight women among the 35 
members. 


In order to join the club a $75 fee is required which in- 


cludes cost of a parachute, 15 hours of instruction on the ground 
and six jumps. Jump boots, a crash helmet and coveralls 
are extra. 


A prospective member can complete the 15-hour instruction 


course in about two weeks but must pass a two-hour written 
essay exam before being allowed to take the first jump. 


Then he may start jumping under the supervision of a 


master jumper and off a static line which opens the chute 
automatically. A master jumper besides having several hun- 
dred jumps to his credit also has passed strict Federal Aviation 
Administration tests. 


Free Fall After Five 


After completing five static line jumps, the prospective 


club member then can make a free fall if he satisfies his 
jump master that he's capable. 


After that he may join the club upon the vote of the club 


but must still jump under the supervision of his jump master 
until he qualifies for a B jump license, which takes 50 free fall 
jumps. 


There are several licenses that can be earned, the top of 


which is gold wings for 1,000 jumps. Both Dobson and Marion 
"Shorty" Janousek have gold wings. 


Janousek, who has over 1,300 jumps to his credit, has out- 


fitted his garage into an FAA-certified jump loft where para- 
chutes are bought, packed and repaired. 


Concerning chute packing and repairing, only certain quali- 


fied members may work on the parachutes. A senior rigger 
may pack chutes and make minor repairs while only a master 
rigger may make major repairs. 


A senior rigger must pack 20 chutes properly, pass a 


written FAA exam and pass a practical test in front of a 
master rigger. A master rigger must pass stiffer exams and 
practical tests before FAA officials. . 


Besides all this the club must abide by rules set up by the 


USPA to remain sanctioned and there are area safety officers 
like Dobson who make sure clubs follow the rules. 


A jumper starts out with a canopy-type parachute, like 


the military uses and with more experience may use one of 
the newer types which are more glider-like. 


"The newer types of chutes have a low profile and gives 


the jumper more forward speed which makes the position from 
where you jump not so critical," Dobson explains. "There are 
seven or eight types of chutes and they range from $35 to $500." 


"Average jumps are from 7,500 feet but anything higher 


than 18,000 must be cleared with the FAA in Chicago first" 


Dobson added that training doesn't stop after the initial 


six jumps because no two jumps are ever the same and club 
members help each other in training and instructions.

Dare-Devil Days Gone 
On e of the fa st growing sports in the a rea is pa ra chuting 
but the Lincoln Sport Pa ra chute Club feels ma ny people still 
ha ve the wrong opinion of the sport. 


Ma ny people believe y ou’ve got to be the “ blood-a nd-guts 
ty pe to jump,” sa y s club member Cliff Dobson who ha s 1,265 
jumps, a ll injury free, to his credit. “ But the da y s of the 
dea th-defy ing, devil-ma y -ca re, ba rn-storming pa ra chutist a re 
long gone. 


“ Our club is a ffilia ted with the U.S. Pa ra chute Associa tion 
which sets up strict rules a nd regula tions for jumpers to fol­ 
low. 
“ If club members don’t follow these rules, they won’t be­ 
long to the club very long. Besides hurting themselves, rule 
viola ters could hurt other jumpers in the a ir. 


“ However, we ha ven’t ha d a ny problems with our members 
not following instructions. They a re out to ha ve a good time 
a nd enjoy themselves.” 


The LSPC is the only USPA-sa nctioned club in Lincoln 
a nd currently ha s 35 members who a re from a ll wa lks of life, 
a ccording to Dobson. There a re eight women a mong the 35 
members. 
In order to join the club a $75 fee is required which in­ 
cludes cost of a pa ra chute, 15 hours of instruction on the ground 
a nd six jumps. J ump boots, a cra sh helmet a nd covera lls 
a re extra . 


A prospective member ca n complete the 15-hour instruction 
course in a bout two weeks but must pa ss a two-hour written 
essa y exa m before being a llowed to ta ke the first jump. 


Then he ma y sta rt jumping under the supervision of a 
ma ster jumper a nd off a sta tic line which opens the chute 
a utoma tica lly . A ma ster jumper besides ha ving severa l hun­ 
dred jumps to his credit a lso ha s pa ssed strict Federa l Avia tion 
Administra tion tests. 
Free Fall After Five 
After completing five sta tic line jumps, the prospective 
club member then ca n ma ke a free fa ll if he sa tisfies his 
jump ma ster tha t he’s ca pa ble. 


After tha t he ma y join the club upon the vote of the club 
but must still jump under the supervision of his jump ma ster 
until he qua lifies for a B jump license, which ta kes 50 free fa ll 
jumps. 


There a re severa l licenses tha t ca n be ea rned, the top of 
which is gold wings for 1,000 jumps. Both Dobson a nd Ma rion 
“ Shorty ” J a nousek ha ve gold wings. 
J a nousek, who ha s over 1,300 jumps to his credit, ha s out­ 
fitted his ga ra ge into a n FAA-certified jump loft where pa ra ­ 
chutes a re bought, pa cked a nd repa ired. 


Concerning chute pa cking a nd repa iring, only certa in qua li­ 
fied members ma y work on the pa ra chutes. A senior rigger 
ma y pa ck chutes a nd ma ke minor repa irs while only a ma ster 
rigger ma y ma ke ma jor repa irs. 


A senior rigger must pa ck 20 chutes properly , pa ss a 
written FAA exa m a nd pa ss a pra ctica l test in front of a 
ma ster rigger. A ma ster rigger must pa ss stiffer exa ms a nd 
pra ctica l tests before FAA officia ls. . 
Besides a ll this the club must a bide by rules set up by the 
t SPA to rema in sa nctioned a nd there a re a rea sa fety officers 
like Dobson who ma ke sure clubs follow the rules. 


A jumper sta rts out with a ca nopy -ty pe pa ra chute, like 
the milita ry uses a nd with more experience ma y use one of 
the newer ty pes which a re more glider-like. 


“ The newer ty pes of chutes ha ve a low profile a nd gives 
the jumper more forwa rd speed which ma kes the position from 
where y ou jump not so critica l,” Dobson expla ins. “ There a re 
seven or eight ty pes of chutes a nd they ra nge from $35 to $500.” 
“ Avera ge jumps a re from 7,500 feet but a ny thing higher 
tha n 18,000 must be clea red with the FAA in Chica go first ” 
Dobson a dded tha t tra ining doesn’t stop a fter the initia l 
six jumps beca use no two jumps a re ever the sa me a nd club 
members help ea ch other in tra ining a nd instructions.

and substance abuse" agreed to 
charge three local agencies 
with the responsibility of form- 
ing a steering committee to 
tackle the drug problem in Lin- 
coln.

The committee, to be com- 


posed of the Lincoln Council on 
Alcoholism, the Lincoln Hospital 
and Health Council and the 
Mayor's Task Force on D r u g 
Abuse, was directed to come up 
with ideas for combatting drug 
problems in Lincoln and report 
back to the group within two 
weeks.

Hospital and Health Council and 
the University of Nebraska, was 
attended by some 115 people, 
including representatives of the 
Lincoln Public and Parochial 
Schools, city government, NU.

Jem by forming the Mayor's 
Task Force on Drug Abuse, 
Scherer said the task force could 
easily be broadened to bring in

background, and that there was 
a possibility the city council 
might be persuaded to grant 
more funds. 


Robert Adams of the Lincoln 


Council on Alcoholism said the 
council has become a drug in- 
formation center as well as an 
alcoholism council. Adams said

Adams denied there was any

Senafe OKs Health Aid Bill 


Washington </P) — The Senate 


approved Wednesday a $7-bil- 
| lion aid program for schools and 
' students in the health profes- 
sions, and tacked on a sex- dis- 
crimination ban. 


Two bills, one covering nurses 


and the other for health profes- 
sionals such as doctors, phar- 
macists, optometrists and den- 
tists, were pased unanimouly. 


Sen. 
Charles Mathis, R-Md-, 


offered the amendment with- 
holding money to schools prac- 
ticing sex discrimination. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 


D-Mass., acknowledged the costs 
are high but added: "Delay in 
investing in the nation's health 
services will result only in fur- 
ther deterioration." 


The Kennedy bill authorizes 


$5.9 million in federal assistance 
the next five years to schools 


of medicine, osteopathy, dentis- 
try, optometry, podiatry and 
veterinary medicine. 


It includes $1.2 billion for con- 


struction of facilities and expan- 
sion of student loans and schol- 
arships, $2.3 billion to cover a 
third of the cost of a medical 
education and $275 million to 
encourage 
training in family 


medicine. 


It includes also programs to 


aid new schools and those in 
financial distress. 


The second bill would author- 


ize $1.1 billion over three years 
to nursing schools and students. 


It increases student nursing 


loans from $1,500 to $2,500 year- 
ly, assures nursing schools of 
federal assistance of up to $550 
per student, and provides $142 
million for construction of nurs- 
ing education facilities.

Roberts, 79, died Wednesday 


in Lincoln. A Fresco tt, Ariz, 
resident, he had been living for 
the past year with his sister, 
Mrs. Henry Ross. 


He was a 1915 graduate of the 


University of Nebraska and had 
served as a forest ranger and 
grazing examiner with the "U.S. 
Forest Service from 1912 to 
1917. 


Following WWI, he was forest 


supervisor at Sitgreaves Nation- 
al Forest from 1921 to 1931. He 
had also served as chief ad- 
ministrative officer in tfie re- 
search branch for the U-S. De- 
partment of Forestry in Wash- 
ington, D.C., as director of the 
Prairie States Forestry projects 
and associate director and di- 
rector of the government emer- 
gency rubber project from 1942 
to 1946. 


From 1946 to 1951 he was chief 


of range management in Mis- 


soula, Mont. After he retired in 
1951, he worked with the Mis- 
souri Basin Survey Commission 
between 1952 and 1953. 


Roberts published two book; 


and many articles on forestry 
and the administration of for- 
estry. He was the recipient oi 
the Superior Service Award and 
Forester Emeritus 
from 
the 


USDA. 


His memberships include the 


American Forestry Association 
Society of American Foresters 
American Society of R a n g e 
Management, Wildlife Federa- 
tion, Archeological Society o! 
Arizona and Nebraska Histori- 
cal Society. He was also past 
president of the National As- 
sociation 
of Retired Federal 


Employes. 


Surviving are his wife, Edith; 


one son, Rodney G. of Ross 
Calif.; brothers, George of Max- 
well, R o d n e y of Coronado 
Calif.; and sisters, Mrs. Frank
